Applicant, on page 13 of the remark, argues that Henry does not teach or suggest 
determining a slot cycle index value based on the position-tracing use of the mobile terminal. 
However, the Examiner respectfully disagrees. 

Henry discloses that when a mobile terminal 40 is used in environments (position) such 
as a home base station, a wireless local loop system, or a private campus system, then the SCI 
(slot cycle index) program module determines or adjusts the paging channel monitoring 
frequency or determines the SCI (slot cycle index) value based on the position of the mobile. 
The applicant's attention is directed to the disclosure of the reference Henry, Jr. et al., at column 
5, line 23 to col. 6, line 27 and column 10, lines 41-64.
